BRITAIN SAYS IT 
CANT TAKE MAIOR 


PARTITION BY UN. 


Delegate Reaffirms Plan 
to Withdraw Soon, 
Takes Issue With U.S.) 
Over Responsibility in 
Transition Period.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 16 
(UP)—Britam today underscored 
its determination to withdraw 
from Palestine at an early date, 


and told the United Nations it 
would not assume'a “major role” 
in the partiticg of the Holy Land. 

In a second major policy state- 
ment in the General Assembly’s 
57-nation Palestine Committee, 
British Delegate Arthur Creech- 
Jones bluntly took issue with the 
United States on the extent of 
Britain’s responsibility in the 
troubled Holy Land. 

“It should be clear beyond all 
doubt,” he said, “that not only is 
it our decision to wind up the 
mandate (over Palestine) but that 
within a limited period we shall 
withdraw.” 

He did not hint when that “lim- 
ited period” would end, but the 
statement appeared to portend an 
earlier withdrawal of British 
forces from Palestine than had 
been anticipated by officials of 
the United States and other U.N. 
countries. . 

Reply to U. S. Declaration. 

“His Majesty’s Government will 
not accept the responsibility for 
enforcement either alone or in the 
major role” if the U.N. decides to 
partition Palestine into Arab and 
Jewish states, Creech-Jones de- 
clared. 

In coming out for partition of 
Palestine last week, American 
delegate Herschel V. Johnson 
served notice that the United 
States expects Britain to remain 
responsible for law and order in 
Palestine until the U.N. is ready 
to take over. Referring to this 
Creech-Jones said: 

“My Government desire that it 
should be clear beyond all doubt 
and ambiguity that not only is it 
our decision to wind up the man- 
date but that within a limited 
period, we shall withdraw.” 

Creech-Jones also challenged the 
advocates of Palestine partition 
to speak. up on the question of 
how to enforce such a solution. 
Both Russia and the United States 
have supported partition without 
committing themselves on enforce- 
ment. 

Britain Cool to Partition. 

Creech-Jones made clear that 
Britain was cool to partition, but 
he said he could not imagine cir- 
cumstances under which the 
British would try to block it if 
voted by the U.N. He said that 
Britain would agree to remain in 
Palestine if the Arabs and Jews 
attained the apparently unattain- 
able — a solution on which both 
agreed. 

He left the door open for some 
kind of British assistance in any 
other U.N. solution, but he em- 
phasized that under no circum- 
stances would the British agree to 
“a major role” in such enforce- 
ment, 

Creech-Jones expressed hope 
that none of the parties concerned 
would take steps which would be 
“provocative and. result in vio- 
lence,” asserting: “Certainly His 
Majesty’s Government has given 
and will give no encouragement 
or assistance to actions which 
will inflame the situation in the 
Middle East.”

U.S. HAS SECRET 
AIMING DEVICE 


FOR GUIDED BOMB 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 16 (AP) 
— The United States Air Forces 
had ready for the invasion of the 
Japanese mainland an aiming 
mechanism for a guided bomb 
which was such an advantage 
over previous systems of control 
that it is still a closely guarded 
secret, -a research engineer said 
here last night. 

Dr. L. O: Grondahl, director o 
research and engineering for th 
Union Switch & Signal Co., told 
a meeting of the Franklin Insti- 
tute that the aiming device was 
perfected at the institute. 

Dr. Grondahl, wartime director 
of guided bomb section of the 
National Defense Research Coun- 
cil, said the mechanism was de- 
veloped for use on a bomb known 
as “razon.” Its use, he said, did 
away with the necessity for 
bomber pilots to fly directly along 
a bomb trajectory.— a m’@:euver 
making a plane more vulnerable 
to anti-aircraft fire and intercept- 
ing fighters.

WHOLESALE PRICES 
UP .6 OF ONE. PCT. 


FOR THE WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor reported 
today that average wholesale 
prices edged up another  six- 
tenths of 1 per cent last week, 
missing a new postwar recorg by 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

The department's Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics said that as of Oct. 
11, average wholesale prices for 
the 900-odd basic commodities sur- 
veyed were 58 per cent above the 
1926 average and 25.4 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 

The Oct. 11 wholesale price level 
was one 5 per cent below the rec- 
ord reached immediately preced- 
ing the sharp business recession 
of 1920-21. 

BLS said average farm prod- 
ucts prices went up 1.4 per cent 
on the wholesale market last 
}week. Foods increased 1 per cent. 
BLS attributed the increases chief- 
ly to sharp mark-ups for livestock 
and meats. 

On the average, BLS said, at 
week’s end, farm products prices 
on the wholesale market were 1.5 
per cent above mid-September and 
18.7 per cent above mid-October 
1946. Average wholesale food 
prices were half of 1 per cent low- 
er tha na month earlier, but 30.7 
per cent higher than the same 
week of last year. 

BLS said that all commodities 
other than farm products and 
foods increased three tenths of 1 
per cent during the week ended 
Oct. 11, to a postwar peak 23.4 
per cent higher than the same 


week in 1946, 


U.S., BRITAIN LIST 682 REICH 
PLANTS FOR DISMANTLING 


Figure Compares With 1600 Planned for 
Reparations at War’s End—Only 
186 in American Zone.

cans and the British announced 
jointly today that they will de- 
stroy or dismantle only 682 war 
plants and industrial establish- 
ments in their zones of western 
Germany, instead of more than 
1600 as planned at the end of the 
war. 

Included are 302 plants exclu- 
sively for war production. Most 
of their general purpose equip- 
ment already has gone for repara- 
tions. The rest has been destroyed. 

The remaining 380 plants will 
now be removed “without delay,” 
according to today’s announce- 
ment, which was made by the two 
military governors, Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay and Sir Sholto Douglas. 

The announcement -is expected 


to produce scattered unrest 


throughout the western portions 
of Germany. Gen, Clay, the Amer- 
ican military governor, has said 
the occupation authorities will use 
force and, if necessary, cut off 
food rations if disturbances threat- 
en the program, 

Britain’s Lt. Gen. Sir Brian 
Robertson said the dismantling 
would require at least two years. 
He said labor battalions of up to 
35,000 men would be organized 
should the Germans refuse to co- 
operate. He hinted soldiers might 
be used for such work,

Informed sources said the report 
consists mainly of a review of 
military, economic, social and po- 
litical conditions in China, leaving 
the question of future policy open, 
This question, these sources said, 
has been turned over to Marshall 
by the President. 

Report to Remain Secret, 

Although a policy statement ulti- 
mately will be made public, in- 
formants said the actual Wede- 
meyer report will not be released. 
Much of the information in it was 
said to have been provided by the 
Chinese Government on a confi- 
dential basis. 

Other factors delaying a new 
policy statement on China were 
listed as: 

1. Administration concern over 
the possibility that recommenda- 
tions of American aid to Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s Na- 
tionalist Government might have 
an adverse effect on the Mar-

2. Recommendations have not 
yet been prepared by the Treas- 
ury, Army, Navy and Air Force 
agencies which have the Wede- 
meyer report under review.

PRESIDENT SAYS

Asserts Effort Is Still Be- 
ing Made to Find Stop- 
Gap Funds — Views 
Controls as Police-State 
Method.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—Presi- 
dent Truman today branded com- 
pulsory food rationing and other 
control as police-state methods in 
defending the Administration’s 
voluntary food conservation pro- 
gram. Only in extreme emergen- 
cies are such methods justified in 
peacetime, he said, pointing as an 
example to existing rent control.

In elaborating on thig 
statement, he declared that any- 
thing that has to be enforced in- 
volves the methods of a police 
state, and that in a free enterprise 
system such as ours such proce- 
dures should be used only as @& 
last resort. 

Oblique Attack on G.0.P. 

In an oblique attack on Re- 
publican politicians who attrib- 
uted high prices to the Office of 
Price Control before the OPA was 
liquidated, ne said with mock in- 


nocence that he had been told 
very vociferously that when con- 
trols were removed, everything

When voluntary methods fail, 
he went on, it becomes necessary 
to assume compulsory controls, 
but again he shied away from.

Speaking with some feeling, he 
attributed much of incréased food 
costs to speculation on the grain 
market and other gambling in 
commodities. Sternly, he said 
there is a tremendous amount of 
gambling going on, and stressed - 
that the wheat crop alone had 
been traded in eight or nine times © 
on the Chicago Board of Trade. 

The Attorney General, he said 
in response to a question, took up 
the exchanges investigation on his 
own initiative.

Cites in Past. 

Questioned by reporters as to

Case of Non-co-operation. .

to a building the firm owned. 

The coal obtained from the coun- 
ty, was not certified as to weight 
by the required official city weight 
ticket, he said.

Domke expressed the opinion

Carter Denies Charge. 

Smoke Commissioner Carter de- 
nied to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had threatened te fire 
Domke if he continued to work 
with the Weights and Measures 
Division. “I threatened to fire him 
several times but for other rea- 
sons,” Carter said. : 
| Domke was one of four inspec- 
tors dropped from. the Smoke 
Regulation Division in accordance 
with instructions ufder the mu- 
nicipal economy program, Carter 


said. He added that he retained as {squad in the Police Department 
with personnel technically trained 


inspectors the men he believed 
best qualified to carry on . the

Charge Called “Untrue.” 

Bernard and Robinson also de- 
nied there had been no co-opera- 
tion between the two divisions. 
Robinson said he could not recall 
any calls from Domke for inspec- 
tors to make arrests in coal cases, 
and asserted the charge was “un- 
true.” : 

Answering the charge he failed 
to prosecute on a weight ticket 
charge in the case cited by 
Domke, Bernard said he investi- 
gated the complaint and found 
that the coal supply company had 
delivered the fuel to its own prop- 
erty and had not sold it to a 
customer.

An effort to obtain an extension 
of the state rent.control law, de- 
signed to become operative at the 
end of federal control, is under 
consideration by Senator David E. 
Horn of St. Louis, author of the 
state law passed early this year. 

Federal controls will end March 
1, 1948 unless Congress extends 
The state law will go 
when federal control 


ends, but it will expire four 
months later, June 30, unless a 
new law is passed. 


Senator Horn said today that 
he expected to confer with Sen- 
ator M. C. Matthes of Hillsboro, 
president pro tem of the Senate, 
and Murray E. Thompson of 
Marshfield, Speaker of the House, 
before the Legislature reconvenes 
early in January, on the possibil- 
ity of extending the life of the 
state law. . 
Says Opposition Has Increased. 

“Conditions, now indicate that 
there will be réal need for rent 
control for at least a year,” Sen- 
ator Horn said, “but whether the 
Legislature will be willing to act 
is uncertain. We got the pres- 
ent law through the Senate by a 
very narrow margin and opposi- 
tion to such legislation has in- 
creased since that time. 

“T am so fully convinced in my 
own mind that we should make 
provision for the protection of the 
people who are forced to rent and 
who will have no means of pro- 
tecting themselves against unwar- 
ranted rent increases when pres- 
ent controls end, that I intend to 
confer with leaders of the both 
houses of the Legislature to see 
what can be done. 

“The present federal law is in- 
adequate to meet the needs, but 
I would have no hope that we 
could get through a state law to 
operate while the federal law is 
in effect. However, I am inclined 
to the opinion that there .will be 
no extension of the federal con- 
trol beyond March 1. It is a hot 
subject and I am afraid that Con- 
gress will drop it.”, 

Provisions of Present Law. 

Senator Horn pushed the pres- 
ent state act through the Legisla- 
ture over strong opposition from 
real estate interests. The act 
jimits rent increases to 15 per cent 
of the rental charged Jan. 1, 1947, 
and the rental of newly construct- 
ed properties to 10 per cent of the 
reasonable value. 

Avoiding the setting up of an 
extensive state bureau for control 
of rents, the act provides for en- 
forcement in the courts, A land- 
lord who deprives a tenant of 
reasonably necessary services is 
made guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, and a tenant may sue for 
three times the amount of rent 
overcharge made or demanded,

Be Hired for $16,000 or 
Less—New Instrument 
Possible. 


Mayor Kaufmann proposed, at 
today’s meeting of the city Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
that Public Administration Serv- 
ice, Inc., of Chicago should be 
employed, at a cost not exceed- 
ing $16,000, to study city depart- 
ments and functions, and to de- 
termine what changes may be 
needed in the city Charter. The 
latter task might extend to a 
recommendation for drafting of a 
new charter to replace the pres- 
ent instrument, adopted in 1914, 

At the request of Comptroller 
Louis Nolte, the Mayor’s proposal 
was iaid over until next Thurs- 
day. The Mayor said the cost of 
the proposed work could be in- 
cluded in the city budget for 
1948-49, and not in the present 
fiscal year’s budget. Public Serv- 
ice ‘Administration, financed in 
part by the Rockerfeller Founda- 
tion, helped in installing the city 
civil service system in 1944. 

The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, privately financed fact- 
finding agency, undertook the 
present study, but found its per- 
sonnel insufficient to handle the 
entire task. This consists part 
in checking up’ on the Griffen- 
hagen report of 1941, to see how 
far its recommendations have been 
followed by the city departments. 
Such a checkup was urged by the 
Citizens’ Tax Commission last 
spring.

LUCKMAN, BAKERS, 
BREWERS TO MEET 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
The Citizens’ Food Committee 
sought final food saving agree- 
ments today with the nation’s 
bakers and brewers. 

Chairman Charles Luckman 
Planhed conferences with both 
groups in the hope of working out 
ways for bakers to save 3,000,000 
bushels of grain a month and the 
brewers an amount described as 
“substantial.” 

Lauckman told reporters he sees 
no prospect that the food con- 
servation drive will cause any un- 
employment other than in the 
distilling industry, which has 
been asked to shut down for 60 
days. 

“I don’t foresee at the moment 
the need to ask for any other in- 
dustry shutdown, even partially,” 


‘tLuckman said. 


He talked with reporters after 
Mors Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach to discus plans for 
finding temporary jobs for work- 
ers displaced in the distillery shut- 
down ne Oct. 25, 

Luckman said industry estimates 
its mashing units, the only part 
of the industry to be made idle, 
employ between 2500 and 7500 
men. He said the industry itself 
will place some of these workers 


in bottling, labeling or other op- 


erations, 

Schwellenbach pledged- “com- 
plete co-operation,” Luckman said, 
in a job drive for the distillery 
workers through the United States 
Employment Service. . ; 

“T am very sure neither the 
baking nor the brewing industries 
will need to lay off any workers 
because of our program,” Luck- 
man said. 

Representatives of the two in- 
dustries held long talks with Luck- 
man and his aids yesterday, and 
an agreement with the bakers had 
been expected last night. It was 
not forthcoming, but Luckman de- 
nied there was any disagreement. 
He said only that some “specific 
details” remained to be worked 


out. 

(The United Press said the Food 
Committee was reported to be 
cooling to the idea of half size 
bread , Pred Because of technical 
difficulties, a baking industry 
spokesman said, by~the time the 
bakers could switch to smaller 
baking pans, the European food 
crisis would be only a matter of 
record. In addition, he said, there 
would be the problem of packag- 
ing and wrapping the smaller 
loaves.) ‘ 

Cold Storage Poultry Rise. 

On the eve of today’s second 
“poultryless, eggless Thursday” 
the Department of Agriculture 
disclosed last night that cold stor- 
age poultry stocks have reached a 
new high for this time of year. 

The department baid supplies on 
Oct. 1 were 206,000,000 pounds, an 
increase of 23,000,000 pounds in a 
month and 18,000,000 higher than 
the previous record for the same 
date. Stocks have been higher at 
other times of the year in the past, 
but they are normally down in the 
fall. 

‘The report noted that cold stor- 
age holdings of shell eggs were 
the lowest for Oct. 1 since the 
Government started keeping rec- 
ords more than 25 years ago. They 
totaled 2,800,000 es. The total 
of stored eggs, including frozen 
and dried as well as shell, was 
equivalent to 12,200,000 cases, or 1,- 
000,000 cases below the figure of a 
year ago. 

The report was regarded as cer- 
tain to touch off a new dispute 
over the advisability of asking the 
American people to cut down on 
poultry one day a week, possibly 
coming to a head next Monday. 

On that day, poultry producers

and grain and feed dealers will 
meet with the committee for 
further discussions of their part 
in the drive to save 100,000,000 
bushels of grain for Europe. 

Luckman has acknowledged 
that “there are two schools of 
thought” on the question of poul- 
tryless days and has said the mat- 
ter is under study. 

Although Luckman said there 
was no basic. disagreement be- 
tween the committee and the 
American Bakers’ Association, 
one officer of that organization 
discounted the possibility of sav- 
ing 3,000,000 bushels of grain a 
month in the industry alone. 

Any such amount can be con- 
served, he said, only through ef- 
forts of housewives, restaurants, 
the Government, grocers and dis- 
tributors. 

Brewers Called In. 


The United States Brewers’ 
Foundation, Inc., which' says it 
represents about 90 per cent of 
the nation’s capacity, and the 
small brewers committee were 
called in for the discussion of 
what their industry can do to help 
conserve grain. 

They proposed a week and a 
half ago to ask the 450 beer and 
ale makers in the country to elim- 
inate the use of wheat and table 
grades of rice and to release their 
wheat stocks. 

Luckman said that wasn’t 
enough, and officers of the two 
groups came back yesterday for 
talks with his vice chairman, Aus- 
tin Fisher, preparatory to today’s 
meeting. 

Labor representatives kept a 
watch on what a brewery cutback 
might .mean in employment. Jo- 
seph E. Brady, an officer of the 
CIO International Union of Brew- 
ery and Soft Drink Workers, said 
the union will protest against 
“any curtailment thet puts Amer- 
ican workmen out of jobs.” He 
said the union is backing the 
conservation drive. 

Representatives of the AFL 
Teamsters’ Union asked to be in- 
cluded in any conferences which 
might consider curtailment of 
beer opérations. _ 

New demands for rationing and 
price controls were heard as the 
cest of living appeared headed 
toward a record peak. 

The CIO and Mayor O’Dwyer 
of New York said Congress should 
restore food and price regula- 
tions. Milton H. Richman, na- 
tional commander of the Jewish 
War Veterans, agreed it might be 
necessary. 

On the commodity markets, 
prices tilted upward or held 
steady. The Associated Press 
weighted wholesale price index 
of 35 commodities stood at 195.16 
yesterday after advancing from 
191.70 in a week. The record high 
ig 195.31, reached Sept. 16: 

The consumers’ price index of 
the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, based on quoted re- 
tail prices for goods and services 
purchased by moderate-income 
families,. climbed to a record high 
of 128.1 in, mid-August. The in- 
dex uses 1923 prices as 100. 

- Average advance over mid-July 
in the 66 cities included in the

Meanwhile Kansas wheat pros- 
pects for 1948 were termed “the 
poorest since some of the most 
critical seasons in the 1930s.” This 
statement came from Dean R. I. 
Throckmorton of the Kansas State 
College of Agriculture, who 
blamed subnormal rainfall and in- 
sects. Kansas produced a bumper 
294,000,000 bushels this year.

Creedon’s Aid Concedes, 
However, Standards 
Set Up by U.S. So Far 
Are ‘Nebulous.’ : 


WASHINGTON, oct. 16 (UP)— 
Deputy Rent Director Tighe Woods 
said today that local rent boards 
wanting to abolish community rent 
ceilings first must prove to him 
that housing demands have been 


“reasonably met.” 

Woods, Rent Director Frank 
Creedon’s operating chief, con- 
ceded however that only “nebu- 
lous” standards have been set up 
so far by which to judge local 
board recommendations for gen- 
eral rent boosts. 

Woods said that in neither type 
of case will he insist on public 
hearings, although they will be 
encouraged. “Too often public 
hearings produce fights, not facts,” 
he sak 


Woods, in an interview, bol- 
stered Creedon’s apparent reversal 
of -an earlier policy under which 
an official spokesman for Creedon 
had said virtually every local 
board proposal would have been 
approved. 

He said there was no reason 
to fear that rent officials, under 
Creedon’s direction, will allow 
rent ceilings to be adandoned in 
any community without adequate 
justification. 

Woods noted however that the 
new rent law directs that rents 
be decontrolled asgfast as de- 
mand and supply of rental hous- 
ing reach a balance. “Creedon.” 
he added, “ is an administrator 
who will follow the law.” 

Woods said the creation of 
local boards does not alter the 
standard for decontrol. “Local 
boards recommending decontrol 
must show us in some way 
that the demand for housing 
has been reasonably met,’ he 
said. 

Proposals for general rent in- 
creases are harder to handle, he 
said, because rent officials never 
before have passed out general 
boosts and they have no ex- 
perience to fall back on. 

“Generally speaking we would 
expect a showing. that landlords 
are in hardship,”

WHEAT ABOVE $3, 
TRADERS BLAME 
BUYING BY US. 


Chicago Board Says Gov- 


ernment Purchased 40,. 
000,000 Bushels in Two 


Weeks. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16 (UP)—Wheat 
prices shot up to record highs of 
more than $3 a blshel today as 
President Truman blamed grain 
market gamblers for soaring food 
prices, 

Truman's charge brought an im- 
mediate reply from a spokesman 
for the Chicago Board of Trade, 
the world’s largest commodity 
market. He said the Government 
itse.f was responsible forsending 
grain prices skyward, 

Richard Uhlmann, first vice 
president of the Board of Trade, 


said that in the last two weeks 
the Government had bought 40,- 


' 900,000 bushels of wheat for ex- 


port to the hungry peoples of the 
world. This was more wheat than 
the United States formerly ex- 
ported in an entire year, Uhlmann 
said, 

“When any. government buys 
more wheat in two weeks than is 
often shipped during an’ entire 
season it is bound to have its ef- 
fect marketwise,” Uhlmann said. 

The President also announced 
that the Department of Justice 
was investigating grain specula- 
tion, but Board of Trade officials 
said that was the first hint they 
had that such an inquiry was un- 
der way. 

Recents “Gambler” Charge. 

Uhimann said he resented hav- 
ing legitimate speculators classi- 
fied as gamblers. Speculation, he 
saig, “is as common as invest- 
ment.” 

Uhimann took issue with Tru- 
man's statement that this country 
always has exported about one 


‘third of its wheat crop. 


“This statement definitely is 
not in accord with the facts,” 
Uhimann said. “For the last 17 
years our wheat crop has aver- 
aged 844,000,000 bushels. During 
that same period our ——— have

“According to official figures of 
the Department of Agriculture 
our total clearances (exports) 
were only 12 per cent of the crop 
for the past 17 years, while Mr.

SUPERVISORS -ASK SHERIFF

Sheriff Dallas 'T. Harrell of |

July 30, in another leading edi- 
torial, “Piecemeal Flood Control,” 
the Star came out definitely for 
MVA. This editorial criticized the 
Pick-Sloan projects for big dams, 
arguing instead for small dams 
back in the hills, to achieve goil 
and water run-off control. It de- 
clared that disproportionate funds 
were going to the big dams, com- 
pared with the allowance for soil 
conservation, 

“The proposed MVA—handling 
development of the valley as a 
unit, not as a series of almost un- 
related projects—could be expect- 
ed to have a more objective slant 
on things than the Army engi- 
neers, who like to build dams and 
deepen rivers,” the editorial con- 
tinued. It said MVA would, be 
patterned after the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, which offered 
the Missouri basin the advantages 
of administration regionally, not 
from Washington, and unified de- 
velopment planning for all phases. 
The editorial concluded: “Putting 
in the big dams first may not be 
the way to proceed. It would be 
reassuring to have an objective- 
minded MVA on the job.” 

Accompanying this article was 
an editorial cartoon, “Too Many 
Cooks,” showing a broth labeled 
“unified development of Missouri 
valley” being prepared by lobbies, 
Army engineers, politics, Recla-

The Dollar Question. 


Now his subject matter was 
highly technical and intricately in- 
volved.

fix the number of this fleet at 
less than 3000 plangs in being, and 
the consensus calls for 5000.

Patently, then, the only remain- 
ing recourse lies in development 
of an air cargo fleet. Fortunately 
the planes which would serve car- 
go are exactly the kind of planes 
which would best serve military 
transport. It is in the develop- 
ment of this cargo transport fleet 
that we run into problems. 

furface Not Scratched. 

Existing scheculed air lines 
have sat on the lid as far as cargo 
is concerned until such time as 
they could get squared away’ to 
tackle the air freight matter in 
earnest. In justice it must be said 
that the scheduled lines pad many 
complications to meet ‘and that 
several of them have done as 
much research and experimenting 
as possible under the circum- 
stances. 

However, the fact remains that 
although they have been in busi- 
ness‘— seriously in business — for 
many yeai.s, they still have not 
scratched the surface of air cargo 
and have not provided even the 
beginning of the cargo fleet re- 
quired for national security. 

Meanwhile, particularly since 
the war, a few independent air 
cergo lines have been organized

milk prices. The Post-Dispatch favors every 
legitimate means to’ correct this injustice, 

We hope for the best from the investigation 
of milk prices here by the Justice Department, 

We hope that the Consumers’ Federation of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County will continue fo 
marshal public opinion against the profiteering 
policies of the local milk distributors. 


We think that Mayor Kaufmann should ap- 


point a special city counsel—a keen and aggres- 
sive lawyer—to jnvestigate the situation and 
recommend appropriate action. 

But the first two of these things have been 
tried already arid so far have failed: The De- 
partment of Justice investigated the local dairies 
in 1942 and failed to produce indictments. The 
Consumer Federation has agitated the dssue over 
a period of years, with no tangible results. 

While we. continue to use the old. weapons in 
the hope of obtaining relief, we ought to look 
about to see if there is not some new weapon 
at hand. Why not try creating conditions un- 
der which there will be enough distributor com- 
petition to force prices down to normal? 

The truth is that the conditions of supply in 


' St. Louis now are tailor-made to favor monopoly 
“prices.. On all the evidence, local distributors 


—St. Louis Dairy, Pevely, Quality and the rest 
—make at least 3 cents more on a quart of milk 
than distributors in Kansas City and other com- 
parable cities. Would-be competitors lédok at 
tHis high profit and consider invading the local 
market and gaining a foothold by lowering the 
price. But most of them are deterred because 
the quantity of Grade A milk is so limited sited 
cannot be assured of a supply.

It is this situation which ie the late Tyr- 
rell Williams of Washington University Law 
School, when he was a member of the St. Louis 
Dairy Council, to propose a survey to deter- 
mine what is the matter with the St. Louis milk 
supply. Mr. Williams resigned from the coun- 
cil because of ill health before the survey was 
authorized, but his suggestion was adopted by 
others. : 

First, Dr. John D. Black of Harvard, the dean 
of agricultural ‘economists of America, was in- 
vited to make the survey.

At present, in tall and winter months, St. 
Louis has to import as high as approximately 
oné fourth of its milk from the Chicago aréa, 
This is not inspected by the St. Louis Health 
Department, and Dr. BredecK and his chief as- 
sistant have candidly admitted they have doubts 
as to the reliability of the inspection to which 


-it is subjected. They admit that some of it at 


least comes from dairies which are not inspected 
all the year round. They admit also that Dr. 
Bundesen, Health Commissioner of Chicago, has 
declined to give unqualified assurance of the 
inspection of this milk. 

We think it vitally important that the local 
milk supply be expanded to the point where 
the St. Louis Health Department can state posi- 
tively that the milk sold here as Grade A has 
been adequately inspected.

The State 
Democratic Committee and its publicity direc- 
tor, Cance Pool, have weighed the relative merits 
of putting up and shutting up, and have evi- 
vented chosen't the latter. It’s a sound decision, 
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Up to Illinois Supreme Court 

Much the most important case before the IIli- 
nois Supreme Court is the one to test the validity 
of the state's long overdue congressional redis- 
tricting. If the Justices at Springfield approve 
the measure, Illinois will have its first reappor- 
tionment since 1900. Representatives will be 
nominated and elected next year, after a-lapse 
of almost half a century, according to districts 
with nearly equal populations. Disparities are 
now the worst in the country. 

There is nothing to indicate when the Illinois 
court will act and it may not be planning to 
hand down its decision until January or later. 
This would run the risk of being too “late for 
Illinois’s April primary, which is, the earliest in 
the Union, 

The issue before the court is a very sifple 
one. When the bill was drafted, the words 
“Village of Stickney” were used ifstead of 
“Township of Stickney” in the description of the 
proposed Fifth District. This appears to leave 
some 200 voters outside the village unaccounted 
for. To repair the error, the Legislature, just 
before it adjourned, passed a resolution declar- 
ing it had no intent of omitting anyone. This 
resolution is now an amendment, for all prac- 
tical purposes, to the act itself. 

Should the court kill the law, it would have 
to do so on the grounds of a technicality of the 
most obvious sort. Indeed, no error could be 
more purely mechanical. Not the slightest ques- 
tion of policy is involved. To void a measure 
so meritorious for such a reason would be to 
forget the historic view that the letter killeth 
while the spirit giveth life. 

The court which took responsibility for kill- 
ing a redistricting measure a dozen years ago 
surely will not want to kill another. The sooner 
it acts the quicker the uncertainty will be re- 
moved. To allow many more weeks to pass 
would be to run a risk of preventing application 
of the law'‘in the 1908 primary. 
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Heroism at Sea 

Ocean, liners seldom encounter any trouble on 
the high seas. Airliners rarely run into difficul- 
ty over them. So it comes with chilling sud- 
denness and dramatic effect when “old devil sea” 
gets a flying boat within his clutches, nearly 
closes gray fangs on the 69 persons aboard the 
luckless craft. 

Three times “old devil sea” was cheated: When 
the pilot skillfully landed his flying boat-.in the 
tricky sea-thresh of the rough Mid-Atlantic; as 
the staunch hull rode out the wait for rescue; 
as the Coast Guard lifeboats and liferafts fought 
their way between the leaking plane and the 
Coast Guard weathership, By skillful seaman- 
ship and high courage, the 69 men, women and 
children were sayed from the ferocity of a stormy 
ocean. The gray and steely graveyard of the 
Atlantic was cheated of its intended victims. 

Here was a reminder that modern science, de- 
spite its great strides, needs be on constant guard 
against the defiance of “old devil sea.” Here too 
was proof that men still are ready to go in cold 
blood and risk their lives to save unknown per- 
sons in distress. Such deeds are good to read 
of in these days. They afford a welcome anti- 
dote to the United Press dispatch telling of Hol- 
Iywood stars feasting on ” steaks on meatless 
Tuesday. 
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Think ‘hain, Mr. Compton 

A $15,000 bequest to Washington University 
from the estate of the late Mrs. Flora S. Frank 
set up a group of law school scholarships in 
memory of Mrs. Frank’s brother, Emil S. Strauss, 
on the condition that “there be no discrimina- 
tion in selection of students to be assisted nor 
in granting of assistance because of race, re- 
ligion,-eolor, place of origin, nationality or sex.” 

This condition is notably definite and explicit. 
It must be assumed, therefore, that a primary 
purpose of the bequest is to combat discrimina- 
tion of all kinds in scholastic recognition for 
worthy law students. In the light of this plain 
intent, it is baffling to find that the authorities 
of the university, on Chancellor Compton's rec- 
ommendation, have accepted the gift,.but do not 
intend to admit Negro students to the school in 
which the scholarships will be awarded. 

How ean Negroes be barred from considera- 
tion without violating the very essence of the 
gift—-without violating both ,its letter and its 
spirit? Washington University officials need to 
give the Frank. bequest further thought. If they 
are going to stand by their policy of barring 


‘students because of color, the least they can do 


is to decline the bequest as not In Keeping with 
their racial views of higher education. 

As it stands, isn’t Mr. Compton accepting 
money under false pretense? 
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Unpopular Business at the Arena 

The Arena’s new owners, the St. Louis Arena 
Corp., have started out somewhat less than 
auspiciously, if public approval means anything 
to them—and it. does, They proposed to soak 
the St. Louis police and firemen’s charities in 
a large and high-handed manner, — 

For rent on the Arena the new owners, who 
include Arthur M. Wirtz and associates of Chi- 
cago, demanded $50,000 from the policemen, an 
increase of more than 300 per cent, and de- 
manded that instead of assembling their own 
circus, the policemen present Barnes Bros. Cir- 
cus, which is produced by the Wirtz Chicago 
group. The rent demand on the firemen was 
for 50 per cent of the receipts, an increase of 
400 per cent, and use of a fodeo produced by 
the Wirtz group. 

In essence, what the Arena’s new owners tried 
to do was to take over the policemen’s circus and 
the firemen’s rodeo and allow the policemen.and

In Fairness to the Dairy Farmer 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Inadequate supply of Grade A milk is due primarily to low price 
offered by distributors, says economist, but dictatorial power of 
Health Department also keeps dairymen off the market; suggests 


provisions to protect farmers willing to invest in qualified plants.

Controversy is obscuring the milk prob- 
Iem in St, Louis. We need moré milk. Why 
don’t we get it? Reasons are many, but 
these are important: 


Incomplete evidence suggests that the 
equipment of 40 per cent of the farmers 
now selling on the market fails to meet 
Health Department specifications. Bquip- 
ment of 70 per cent of farmers not now 
selling on the market does not meet such 
specifications. Meeting these specifications 
cost the farmers thousands of dollars. 


Why are farmers unwilling to make such 
investments. Fifty-five per cent of farm- 
ers within 50 miles of St. Louis, 70 per cent 
within 50 to 100 miles of St. Louis told Pro- 
fessor Waite’s field men that the price of 
approved milk was not high enough, A 
much smaller group said that they would 
not build qualified dairies because they 
think the Health Department arbitrary. and 
unreasonable. 


Individual farmers say that they will not 
build a plant whose value may be depreci- 
ated or destroyed by change of the Health 
Department’s physical requirements, 


Interpretations Change 


Ordinance requirements have remained 
unchanged for years, But the specifications 
contain words like “adequate” and “prop- 
erly” when referring to farm structures. 
These words permit repeated reinterpreta- 
tidh.. The question is: Have they been re- 
interpreted? Farmers assert that they 
have. What is needed and what the Health 
Department has promised is a corversion 
of “adequate” into linear feet, square feet, 
and cubic feet. Such specifications cannot 
be reinterpreted. But that is not enough. 


Let’s keep our sense of proportion. No 
one has said that bad relations are the only 
or most important reason for the milk 
problem. No one has said that the Health 
Department alone is responsible for bad re- 
lationships. 


But I am convinced that the apprehen- 
sion and bad feeling among farmers has 
been seriously underestimated. Apart from 
any report, I know from repeated confer- 
ences, especially during the past year, that 
the situation is serious. Until this bad 
feeling is improved, I don’t think the local 
supply of milk can be expanded greatly, 


Many farmers have a wide—ané as yet 
unascertained~—variety of reasons for vol 
untarily quitting the market. Others have 
been cut off, These farms once produced 
safe milk. 


Before they can again produce safe milk, 
must the farm structures be completely re- 


modeled? Cannot a systematic plan of re- . 


building be extended over a period of a 
few years? Will that produce unsafe milk 
if the remodeling agreement is extended 
from nine months to three or four years? 


The Right of Appeal 


Farmers repeatedly have asked for such 
a plan. If the ordinance requires the 
Health Commissioner to refuse it, he can 
say so. If his refusal is based only on ad- 
ministrative policy, the reason given for 
that policy seems inadequate. He stated 
that such a plan would never bring the 


farms up to standard. It would bring farms ~ 


up to standard within the time limit set. 
It probably would bring more farms on the 
market. 

Farmers deserve a fair system of appeal. 
They requested appeal to the Board of 
Public Service. The answer is that that 
board is political. But distributors may 
appeal to that Board. Is it vase cenit in 
their case? 


The right of appeal fe eonential to good. ate 


administration. Any sense of fairness re- 
quires it. Why deny it to farmers? The 
ingenuity of the city of St. Louis should be 
able to provide appeal machinery divorced 


from both political pees and danger to 
milk standards. Failure to provide for 


such appeal will continue the existing bad 
feeling. 


Public members of the Dairy Council 


have recommended establishment of a non- © 
, political Board of Health composed of pro- 


fessional and qualified lay persons. Such 
a board would give necessary support to 
the Health Commissioner. . It would review 
decisions whioh have been questioned. It 
would give assurance that vital problems 
affecting the interest of the people of St. 
Louis are not determined solely by one 
individual. 

Certainly such a board should go far to 


end much useless and bitter controversy. 


Hiring the Handicapped | 


From the San Francisco Chronicle 


Would you refuse to. hire Ludwig van 
Beethoven to write some music, because of 
his deafness, surely the greatest handicap 
a@ composer could have? 

Would you have refused a chance to the 
Athenian boy, Demosthenes, because he 
had an impediment in his speech? 

The world roster is full of geniuses who 
had physical handicaps — Homer, Julius 
Caesar, Milton, Lord Nelson, Byron, Edison, 
Steinmetz—to name a very few. 

But without forgetting that physical 
handicap may be no bar we do not need 
to confine our attention only to possible 
geniuses. The ordinary handicapped indi- 
vidual has been found to have special qual- 
ities making him a desirable employe. 

A Department of Labor survey found 450 


employers employing 88,600 handicapped 
workers agreed that they were getting 
better results from physically impaired per- 
sons than from unhandicapped workers. 


It has been shown that handicapped 
workers stay with the job. They sustain 
fewer disabling injuries than unimpaired 
persons exposed to the same hazards; they 
know they have to be careful. Their pro- 
duction record is slightly higher than that 
of unimpaired workers on the same work. 
They are not handicapped when placed in 
the right jobs. | 

Many of these'people have valuable skills 
and aptitudes, They do not want charity; 
they want a chance to earn a living. They, 
have proved they can do it with advantage 
to the employer,

The book discounts 
some of the miracles related in the 
New Testament. 

The archbishop; presiding at 
the convocation, declared: 

“If his views were mine, I 
should not feel that I could still 
hold Episcopal office in the 
Church, . , . I am shocked.” 

Bishop Barnes’s book, the arch- 
bishop told the full synod (a joint 
meeting of the convocation’s up- 
per and lower houses) “discards or 
omits to include much which holds 
a central place in generally ac- 
a Christian doctrine‘and be-

He said the book presented “a 
view of Christ and the Christian 
faith which has often been ad- 
vanced in the last 100 years, which 
has been weighed and answered 
by scholars, and which is not ac- 
cepted by the Church. 

“But it is necessary to say that 
in many respects the bishop’s 
book so diminishes the content of 
the Christian faith as to make the 
residue which is left inconsistent 
with the scriptural doctrine and 
beliefs of the Church in which he 
holds office.” 

The 73-year-old Bishop of Bir- 
mingham then reaffirmed the con- 
clusions he reached in his book.

MOSCOW, y, Oct. 1é—The Soviet 
Union's grain harvest this year is 
58 per cent greater than last year, 
it was arnounced officially today. 
‘This percentage iAcrease is prob- 
ably greater than that for any 


other country. 

The announcement means the 
Soviet Union has 58 per cent more 
sr n than jast year for its own 

and for those European 
aaniition it chooses to aid. But 
just how much bread the Soviet 
Union is able to offer European 
countries in the form of wheat ex- 
ports, ts unknown for several rea- 
sons 


First, the absolute figure for the 
amount of this year’s harvest was 
-not made public. All that can be 
said is that Soviet agriculture has 
recovered from last year’s disas- 
trous drouth and has n work- 
ing toward the goal of equaling 
and surpassing the prewar output. 
Under the current five-year plan, 
the @dnnual grain harvest in 
is to be 137,000,000 tons, or 7 per 
cent more than in the prewar year 
of 1940. | 

Secondly, the government has 
yet to announce how it intends to 
divide this year’s crop between 
the amount for internal] consump- 
tion and the amount to be ex- 
ported. 

Increase May End Rationing. 

Should great amounts be avail- 
able and re for internal 
needs, then the intention to abol- 
ish bread rationing in the Soviet 


Union may be achieved this year. | 


Unconfirmable reports have been 
circulating that rationing will soon 
be abolished. ' 

(A United Press dispatch said 
unrationed, four-ounce loaves of 
bread went on sale in Moscow 
groceries today. There was no 
public announcement heralding 
the bread’s sale and it was not 
known whether the stores’ action 
meant any major change in bread 
rationing.) 

In view of the two unknowns 
-—the amount of harvested grain 
and the amount to be allocated 
for export—it is impossible to 
evaluate the importance of today’s 
announcement*in terms of inter- 
national politics. What can be 
ventured,’ however, is that the 
Soviet Union is in a position to 
fulfill grain commitments to Fin- 
lands, Hungary, Czechoslovakia 
and to undertake new ones if it so 
desires with France,:Italy and 
England, all of which are greatly 
interested in securing Soviet 
wheat. 

The announcement of the in- 
crease in this year’s crop was 
made in a progress report by the 
State Planning Commission on 
fulfillment of the postwar five- 
year plan. 

The report, dealing chiefly with 
the over-all program for the third 
quarter of the second year (1947) 
of the five-year plan, said the 
quota for gross production of all 
Soviet industry had been overful- 
filled by 4 per cent. 

18 Pct. Reported. 

The quota for -the first nine 
months of this year is said to 
have been ove illed by 3 per 
cent, an in asserted to be 
18 per cent more than the amount 
produced in 1946.

The productivity of labor also is 
reported to have increased during 
July, August and September. In 
the machine - construction indus- 
try, it was put at 21 per cent 
more than in the corresponding 
three months last year.

Basin Committee Says 
Plan Would Tie in Ac- 
tivities, Unify Re~ests 
for Funds.

BISMARCK, N. D., Oct. 16—The 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
‘mittee decided today to attempt to 
work out a co-ordinated project 
program for the various federal 
and state agencies in the Pick- 


Slotan plan for development — of 
the Missouri Valley. 

Essentially it caus be a budget- 
ary program for the purpose of 
presenting a unified front to Con- 
gress for future appropriations for 
the federal agencies. The com- 
mittee, a voluntary federal-state 
co-ordinating body, has under con- 
sideration a request to the appro- 
priations committees of 
Houses of Congress to assign Mis- 
sourl basin matters hereafter to 
single subcommittees, instead of 
separate groups as in the past. 
The suggestion for this step was 
made by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly of 
Missouri, a member of the inter- 
agency committee. 

The interagency decision to 
evolve a co-ordinated budget con- 
stituted a growing recognition 
among the members that greater 
unity is needed to achieve results 
in control of water, soil and other 
natura] resources in the activity 
of the independent agencies han- 
dling the Pick-Sloan plan. This 
action was taken in a realization 
of the continuing effort to create 
a Missouri Valley Authority as a 
single, regional agency for the de- 
velopment of the whole basin and 
control of the Missouri-river sys- 


tem. 
Unexpected Discussion. 

B. H. Grene of Chicago, regional 
engineer of the Federal Power 
Commission and a member of the 
interagency committee, opened 
the unexpected dicussion which 
led to the committee’s decision. 
Gov. Donnelly said the provision 
of a joint budgeé for futute work 
should be one of the proper func- 
tions of the committee. | 

“We have the Agricultiire De- 
partment going its way now,” 
said Donnelly, “the Army Engi- 
neers are going their way, the 
Reclamation Bureau its'own way, 
and so on. Each one has its own 
program, but there is no one to 
tie them together, unless they do 
it themselves. If each agency 
would submit a plan to the inter- 
agency committee, this commit- 
tee then could inform Congress 
what it thinks should be done. 
‘“We should take the whole 
basin into consideration — not 
what's selfishly wanted by one 
Governor or one federal agency in 
the basin. You can sit in these 
(interagency). meetings and hear 
the agencies tell what they’re 
te it to do, but who's going to 

it all in?

The Prsadeees of Congress 
are one of our troubles. You've 
got too many committees handling 
our problems. Each one goes its 
own way without consulting the 
other, and these committtees have 
separate personnel.

‘Missouri in appropriations as 
it closed last session, At that 
time the Army Engineers got the 
bulk of the funds allotted, for use 
in flood control and navigation 
work, while the Reclamation Bu- 
dealing particularly with the 
big irrigation phase of Pick-Sloan, 
got proportionately much less and 
the soil. conservation service was 
i allowed very little money.

Meatless Days Can Be Painless 


How the Resourceful Housewife Can Turn Out Delicious Dishes Minus Meat 


By Jane C. Torno 


O help rheet the needs of the 

hard-pressed foreign nations, 

President Truman has called 
on all Americans to cut down 
their consumption of foods requir- 
ing wheat and grain, We are 
asked to use less meat, poultry, 
eggs and breadstuffs. 


The French butcher shops are 
open weekends only. Their bread 
ration is smaller than it was dur- 
ing the German occupation, The 
English rations of fats and meats 
have been cut again. They atill 
have but one egg per week. So 
it goes throughout the world. 
These housewives are unable to 
obtain adequate amounts of food 
—particularly bread, 


Resourceful women who serve 
their families low-cost but nutri- 
tionally adequate medals know 
many tricks of substitution for 
meat and poultry. They know 
ways to make good dishes with 
small amounts of meat. But even 
they have leaned heavily on/eggs, 
bread and the farinaceous maca- 
ronis and noodles. 


Now we will all use more fish, 
nuts, dried peas, beans, lentils 
and cheese to supply our protein 
needs. A greater use of potatoes, 
rice and oatmeal will help to 
conserve wheat and corn. And we 
will eat less bread.’ 


Planning :this type of meal is 
not easy. It offers a very definite 
challenge. It requires careful 
planning to insure the inclusion 
of adequate essential foods. It 
will®call for € check of éach 
day’s menus.

Make better use of cookbooks, 
your own or the excellent ones 
libraries. 
Consult the indexes to see how 


many ways there are to prepare 
the foods that you plan to cook. 
Experiment a bit, and enlarge 
oat culinary repertoire, After all,. 
talian spaghetti dishes, the 
French peasant soups and stews, 
the Scandinavian fish dishes and 
the oriental curries were all de- 
veloped to make the best possible 
use of common, plentiful foods. 
We gladly pay for these famous 
national ard regiona) foods in 
good restaurants, Why not prepare 
them in the home? 

If you are not buying meat for 


dinner you may feel that you can 
splurge on trimmings which you 
usually hesitate to buy because of 
their cost. Among these are sour 
cream; mushrooms; good, stout 
cheese like Parmesan or an aged 
Cheddar; wine; whipping cream; 
or an assortment of herbs. 


Try small potatoes boiled in 
their jackéts in salted water, 
drained, and served with a bowl 
of sour cream seasoned with 
chopped chives, salt and pepper. 
Leaf lettuce or watercress, singly 
or together, make wonderful 
salads with a dressing of sour 
cream seasoned with salt, pepper 
or paprika and lemon juice or 
vinegar to taste. This same dress- 
ing is excellent on cold cooked 
vegetables such as asparagus, snap 
beans and beets. Chopped herbs 
(chives, parsley, tarragon, etc.) 
may be added, or dry or pre- 
pared mustard or horseradish. 


Mushrooms elevate everyday 
foods in anastonishing way. Try 
adding them, sauteed, to creamed 
onions; to rice mixtures used to 
stuff eggplant, peppers or toma- 
toes; to creamed fish dishes or 
first sauces; all chopped mush- 
rooms, either raw or sautéed to 
the rice for a rice ring, Serve, 
mushrooms occasionally as a main 
dish if your family is partial to 
them. Rub the skillet in which 
you saute mushrooms with a cut 
clove of garlic, or add a little, 
minced onion to the butter in 
which you saute them. 


If you can see your way clear 
to do so, blow yourself to some 
dry red and white wine and a 
bottle of sherry—all three to be 
kept sacred to cooking purposes. 
Half of the liquid used in a stew 
or pot roast may be replaced with 


red wine. The results are very 
gratifying. Use a half cup of 
white wine to replace the liquid in 
a fish sauce. A tablespoon or two 
of sherry, added just before serv- 
ice, to that dish of creamed left- 
over fish, will give you ideas of 
cooking extra fish on purpose, 
There was a time when whipped 


cream was used to excess on heavy 
desserts at the end of heavier 
meals. When you serve a vegeta- 
ble dinner that you think your 
family might consider skimpy, top 
it off with their favorite hefty 
dessert, complete with dollops of 
whipped cream. 


It is well to take special pains 
with your substitute dishes. Pre- 
pare them carefully and serve 
them in an attractive way. The 


following menus are for meatless 
days: 
Luncheon. 
Welsh rarebit on grilled torha- 
toes, green salad, fresh or stewed 


fruit. 

In place of a leafy salad, a bowl 
of crisp raw vegetables could be 
served. Use carrot, celery, cucum- 


bers and green pepper sticks. The 
rarebit may also be served over 


sliced raw tomatoes, left-over 


vegetables or hot cauliflower or 
asparagus. 

WELSH RAREBIT: One table- 
spoon butter; one and one-half 
cups cheese, diced; one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt; one-fourth teaspoon 
dry mustard; few grains cayenne; 
one teaspoon worcestershire sauce; 
one-half to three-fourth cup cream 
or top milk; one egg yolk. Melt 
butter in a skillet. Add the cheese 
and stir until it is melted over a 
slow fire. Add the seasonings and 
then the cream very slowly, while

POTATO DRESSING: A mashed 
potato dressing is good. It is also 
a bread saver.

SOUR CREAM: Four medium cu- 
cumbers; two tablespoons butter; 
one small onion, minced; salt; pep- 
per; one cup heavy sour cream. 
Peel and cut the cucumbers into 
one-half inch cubes, Saute the 


onion gently in the butter for two 
minutes. Add and saute the cu- 
cumbers for five minutes without 
browning them, Cover and simmer 
slowly until the cucumbers are 
tender. Add the cream and heat 
it well. Add additional seasoning 
if necessary. Six servings. 


EGGLESS PRUNE OR APRI- 
COT WHIP: One-half pound 
prunes or apricots, two cups wa- 
ter, one-half cup sugar, one table- 
spoon gelatine, one teaspoon lemon 
juice, one-half cup cold prune or 
apricot juice, one cup hot prune 
or apricot juice 

Soak the fruit for 12 hours in the 
water. Then stew it gently for 
one half hour. Add the sugar and 
stew for 10 minutes. Drain the 
fruit, saving the juice. Put the 
fruit through a food mill or ricer.

Of Stupidity

OME old timers can remem- 
ber the shotgun quarantine 
that was once popular in 
America, At the first suspicion 
or rumor of a case of yellow fe-| 
ver the dumb “authorities” would 
post armed guards, around the 
stricken community and prevent 
anyone from leaving the place. It 
was not until the beginning of the 
twentieth century that the role of 
the mosquito as the distributing 
agent was proved and modern 
sanitary measure based on this 
knowledge succeeded the mock- 
heroic shotgun quarantine. Inci- 
dentally, it was mainly the in- 
troduction of closed water-supply 
systems and sewage systems in 
Place of the olden open cisterns, 
tanks, wells and aqueducts the 
formerly provided water and the 
gutters that formerly served as 
sewers, in cities like Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, that saved those 


ring epidemics of yellow fever— 
the closed, covered, screened cis- 
terns, tanks, etc., afforded little 
or no opportunity for the yellow 
fever carrying mosquitos to breed, 
Of couse nobody knew this at the 
time—people then thought yellow 
fever (otherwise called yellow 
jack) came in the air if not 
through contact with infected 
persons or contaminated clothing, 
furniture, objects.

Any reasonably well informed 
person knows or ought to know 
that (a) a mask,. and (b) soap 
and water hand ‘washing consti- 
tute the most efficient means we 
have to prevent the spread of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, 
tuberculosis, influenza, epidemic 
meningitis (cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis, spotted fever), infantile pa- 
ralysis (poliomyelitis), pneumonia, 
or simple coryza. 

The mask must consist of not 
less thin 10 
(washed cheésecloth) having not 
less than 32 threads to the inch, 
covering both mouth and nose; or 
of transparent film covering ‘the 
face—the silver mask. Purpose of 
the mask is not to screen out 
germs, of course, but to stop mois- 
ture spray or spatter—visible or 
invisibly fine droplets given off 
from nose or mouth when one 
speaks, converses, coughs or 
sneezes. The visible or invisibly 
and impalpably fine droplets con- 
tain the germs or -the virus of 
whatever respiratory infection the 
individual has, is coming down 
with or happens to “carry.”
